(A police offi- 
cer) doesn’t want to spend 40 percent of his time chasing 
skaters, and the skaters just want to skate,” says Mr. Fahey.

Portables price hiked 


The portable classrooms Slated for 
the Bancroft School will cost the town 
a litte more than they’d like, but the 
project continues. 

According to Bernard Tuttle, 
School Department business manager, 
town officials briefly considered buy- 
ing the two units by paying for the 
whole project, including installation, 
all at once for $330,000. 

Mr. Tuttle said he worked with the 
Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski and 
Facilities Director Joseph Piantedosi 
to determine if there was money in 
the budget to do that, but the money 
wasn’t found. 

The town will buy the classrooms 
through a lease-to-purchase plan for 
about $363,000 or $90,795 per year for 
four years, Mr. Tuttle said. 

To buy them outright would have 
saved about $8,000 a year in interest, 
Mr. Tuttle said.

program of vibrant colors and sounds will 
feature: 

Brides of India: A panorama of colors and 
costumes of bridal wear from different states of 
India. 

Music: Strains of the Veena (stringed 
instrument) mingled with a rendering of a 
song in praise of the Hindu God, Lord Krishna. 

Dance: The ancient art of Bharatanatyam 
dancing, originating from the temples of south- 
ern India; folk dance; and a colorful and festive 
dance performed on festivals and other auspi- 
cious occasions. 

Indian cuisine: Tasting of fine Indian food 
and witnessing a “Saree Demonstration: (six 
yards of material pleated and draped graceful- 
ly, a symbol of Indian womanhood.) 

Henna: “Mehendi”: the art of painting intri- 
cate patterns on hands (palms) and feet with 
henna. A ritual performed at weddings and 
other festivals. 

The program is an effort, in a world now 
dominated by science and technology, to look 
back into the cultural heritage of a country, a 
Civilization, the existence of which the world 
knew of as “The Indus valley civilization,” 
which existed as many as 200 years before 326 
B.C. when Alexander the Great brought his 
Greek army to the Indus Valley as conquerors. 

In the north, bordered by the Himalayas 
and drained by rivers like Indus, Ganges and 
the Yamuna, the Aryans settled in the north 
and northwest passes extending their domina- 
tion from the Indus valley to the Ganges. In the 
south surrounded by the Arabian sea. Indian 
Ocean and Bay of Bengal were the Dravidian 
settlers. 

It was not until the 18th century that Euro- 
pean scholars undertook research on Indian 
Civilization and studied the Vedas. They are 
the most ancient Hindu scriptures in which 
the evidence of the civilization is made known. 

For many centuries these ancient text were 
learned by memory and transmitted orally by 
sages (scholars and holy men) and only much 
later were written down. This civilization of 
India, one of the oldest and most continuous in 
history, has been influenced through varying 
periods of time by different faiths, Hinduism, 
Islam, Buddhism, Jainism, Sikhism. and 
Christianity.

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MediaOne cable woes decrease

MediaOne cable television 
Providers say they have heard 
local customers’ complaints loud 
and clear, 

While their service isn’t perfect 
yet, it’s improved, says 
MediaOne’s government relations 
man Bob Carr. 

“T’ve seen the good, the bad and 
the ugly, and this is somewhere 
in between,” he Said this week, “J 
don’t think it’s good yet but it’s 
getting better.” 

Cable Committee Chairman 
Jack Dempsey adds that since 
most household with cable in 
Andover are now hooked up to 
MediaOne, most of the complaints 
have subsided. 

“Now that people are tuned in 
and turned on, they like the quali- 
ty of the picture,” he Says. 

Mr. Carr says that since 95 per- 
cent of Andover subscribers have 
now been switched from TCI, the 
former cable provider system, to 
the new MediaOne system, the 
complaint calls have dwindled. 
About 500 of MediaOne’s 9.000 
Andover subscribers have yet to

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be plugged in, he Says. 

While the wave of angry sub- 
scribers may have subsided here, 
they’re expected to Surface in 
North Reading, the next town 
Slated for “the Swing,” or switch 
to new system, just as a flood of 
Calls came in from Tewksbury 
and Billerica last month when 
they were Switched, Mr. Carr 
Says.

Don’t be misled 
about incineration 


Editor, Townsman: 

While one can understand Mr. 
James Mclver’s pride in and commit- 
ment to the Wheelabrator facility in 
North Andover where he is plant man- 
ager, I feel Andover Selectmen and res- 
idents must not be misled by his com- 
ments of 11 September 1997 in the 
Andover Townsman, 

Yes, incineration has served 
Andover and the other 22 NESWC 
(Northeast Solid Waste Committee) 
towns as a means for disposing of 
household, school and commercial 
waste since the early 1980s when legis- 
lators wanted to close all landfills. I am 
not part of a “special interest long 
Opposed to trash-to-energy projects.” | 
am an Andover resident who is 
Opposed to the trash-to-pollutant cycle 
the incinerators cause, and who js in 
favor of trash-to-recycling projects 
Which help meet our energy needs 
through non-polluting energy conser- 
vation. 

Safety,” states Mr. McIver, “is not 
the issue at the North Andover facili- 
ty.” This, according to public records, 
is not true. Incineration has blanketed 
our region with harmful chemicals. In 
1995, the Wheelabrator plant expelled 
the dangerous pollutant dioxin at lev- 
els that were 10 times federal EPA lim- 
its. Environmental consultants at 
Camp, Dresser and McGee (CDM) 
acknowledged these Violations at a 
public meeting in summer 1997. Stud- 
ies by CDM also report Wheelabrator 
Violations in 1995 for carbon monoxide, 
sulphur dioxide, nitrous oxide, and 
mercury levels, all of which were in 
excess of EPA limits. Safety is the 
issue. 

Dioxin, for example, is not an emo- 
tional, “unreal pollution fear,” as Mr. 
Mclver suggests. It is a toxic and car- 
cinogenic substance we take into our 
bodies in food and water every day 
here in Andover. A byproduct of every- 
day plastics and paper we use, dioxin 
cannot be expelled by the human body 
and remains lodged in fat layers. Fertil- 
ity problems, cancers, heart and lung 
disease, as well as immune system and 
genetic disorders may result. The facts 
are compelling and frightening, but not 
contrived. Excessive dioxins levels are 
not just an abstract problem happening 
“somewhere else” in the country — they 
are here in the Merrimack Valley 
because of the incinerators. 

The two new contract options 
(“2005” and “2015”) presented by Whee- 
labrator this past summer are not 
“mutually beneficial” to the town and 
Wheelabrator as Mr. McIver suggests. 

A report outlining the concerns, pre- 
pared by an independent consultant, 
was recently requested by state Rep. 
Barry Finegold. The report cites many 
“troubling” contract provisions that 
work to Wheelabrator’s favor and 
Andover’s disadvantage. These 
include: elimination of communities’

inspection rights and right to termi- 
nate the contracts; disproportionate 
allocation to the communities of the 
costs of the required Clean Air Act 
retrofit; unexplained releases of all 
future claims against Wheelabrator 
and the shifting of responsibility for 
environmental Catastrophes from 
Wheelabrator to the towns; an unrea- 
sonably short time allowed for towns to 
review the contract options. 

The new contract and stack emis- 
sions retrofit that has been presented 
does not “eliminate the concerns” of 
those of us seeking to protect the Merri- 
mack Valley environment, either. 
While the retrofit may reduce stack 
emissions, it will enable the incinera- 
tors to continue to operate and so will 
assure that our region will continue to 
have dangerous carcinogens, toxic sub- 
stances and air pollutants pouring into 
our air and as ash, into our soil. Infor- 
mation provided by Wheelabrator and 
NESWC fails to provide a detailed anal- 
ysis of the costs and benefits towns 
would face if they were to try and buy 
out of their obligations under the exist- 
ing agreements and use potentially 
cheaper, alternative disposal sites and 
methods, such as recycling, instead of 
renewing any form of contract with 
Wheelabrator. 

There is no safe incinerator technol- 
ogy available today. Retrofit is not the 
answer. Wheelabrator makes a logical 
business choice for the company — to 
maximize its profits, minimize its 
risks, and seek to maintain its long- 
term viability. Residents and officials 
of Andover must make a different 
choice: that of life ... our futures and 
those of our children. Andover Select- 
men should vote no on the 2005 and 
2015 contracts.

Plant opponents fear 
more than pollution 


Editor, Townsman: 

In the Sept.11, 1997, issue of the 
Townsman, James Mclver, plant 
manager at Massachusetts Refusetech 
Inc. (MRI), said that the issue is to find 
a long-term arrangement between MRI 
and the Northeast Solid Waste Commit- 
tee (NESWC) in the form of a mutually 
beneficial restructured contract. 

As detailed below, I contend that (i) 
we are far from reconciling differences 
in opinion about pollution; (ii) there is 
more to the opposition than pollution 
ears; and (iii) MRI’s stated objectives 
for recontracting are not necessarily 
shared by town residents. 

Regarding pollution fears, the oppo- 
sition is not reacting emotionally with- 
out facts. Mr. McIver assures us that 
“the North Andover facility does not 
emit levels of dioxin that have any mea- 
surable impacts on the environment 
and public health.” 

I am not reassured by this when I 
read that in 1994 the US EPA identified 
large municipal waste incinerators as 
the second largest contributor of dioxin 
after medical waste incineration 
(Dying From Dioxin [DFD], p. 55). More 
specifically, according to Camp Dresser 
& McKee Inc., the North Andover MRI 
facility had a “high dioxin year” in 
1995. The emission rate was 10 times 
the limit allowed by EPA regulations. 

I find this disturbing in the context 
of some EPA estimations that imply 
that the average intake of dioxin for 
the general population is 280 times the 
“virtually safe (daily) dose” (DFD, Dp. 
74). We are told that the dioxin accumu- 
lates in our bodies because “the half 
life of dioxin (the time it takes for half 
of a given amount of dioxin to break 
down) in people ranges from seven to 
11 years” (EPA reference in DFD, p. 65). 
It is no wonder that “levels of dioxin (in 
the body) are at or near the levels 
known to cause harm” (EPA reference 
in DFD, p. 75). 

Mr. Mclver assures us that “the ash 
safely stabilizes any minute traces of 
dioxin.” I understand that after the 
retrofit, the dioxin in the ash will Sig- 
nificantly increase. By how much? I 
have read that “dioxin in landfills can 
also re-enter the environment when 
solvents such as oil, degreasing agents, 
or organic solvents dissolve dioxin and 
Carry it out of the landfill” (DFD, p. 58). 
Are we building a reservoir of dioxin 
in Peabody that could come back to 
haunt us and our children? 

Further, I wonder how safe the ash 
can be when there is a court case at the 
federal level that could Classify the ash 
as hazardous waste, ‘and when MRI has 
refused to accept liability for the ash 
until after 2005. 

The discussion of mercury also raises 
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concerns. Mr. Mclver assures us that 
“the trace levels of mercury emissions ... 
are insignificant.” But, the Boston Sun- 
day Herald, April 6, 1997, stated that “the 
NESWC garbage incinerator in North 
Andover is the state’s largest single mer- 
cury polluter, spewing more than 2,000 
pounds per year from its stack (The 
Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion).” If this emission rate is “insignifi- 
cant,” then why are pregnant women 
advised by the Mass. Division of Fish 
and Wildlife against consuming fish 
from the Merrimack Valley? 

There is more to the opposition than 
pollution fears. My initial concerns were 
with the cost and the Guaranteed Annu- 
al Tonnage (GAT) of the contract to the 
detriment of recycling. I believe that 
recycling should be a priority, but the 
contracts impede us from doing so. 
Andover should be able to move toward 
46 percent recycling, in sync with the 
Commonwealth’s Solid Waste Master 
Plan for the year 2000, 

MRI’s states objectives for recontract- 
ing are “to provide a long-term arrange- 
ment under which NESWC and the 
plant operator can fairly apportion rev- 
enues, risks and responsibilities.” It 
appears to me that many Andover resi- 
dents disagree with these objectives on 
two points: contract length and cost allo- 
cation. Regarding the first point, MRI’s 
focus on “long-term” is evident in the 
risk-sharing contained in the more eco- 
nomically appealing 2015 contract. How- 
ever, past experiences with a one-sided 
contract, high costs and potential health 
risks have made residents skeptical to 
the point that the town voted not to go 
beyond 2005. 

Regarding the second point, the new 
contracts indicate that MRI is trying to 
apportion revenues, risks and responsi- 
bilities but neglects to fairly allocate 
costs. I do not understand why the towns 
are continued to be forced to pay for 100 
percent of the retrofit costs when they 
are contracted to fill only 50 percent of 
the plant capability. I do not understand 
why the towns who choose a 2005 con- 
tract are asked to pay for their full share 
of the costs of the retrofit when the use- 
ful life of the retrofit goes beyond 2005. 
While on the issue of cost, I wonder why 
MRI has apparently repeatedly refused 
to provide information about the origi- 
nal cost of construction of the facility 
when the towns are obligated to pay 100 
percent of it. 

I hope that I have offered some 
explanation for the resistance to the 
“good faith negotiations.” Consequent- 
ly, Acton has voted against the new 
contracts, Lincoln is not even address- 
ing the new contracts, Westford has 
struggled with them while North 
Andover cannot come to terms with the 
host community agreement. 

Finally, there remains the question 
as to whether the expensive but feder- 
ally-mandated advanced pollution con- 
trol technology is the solution to our 
solid waste problem. but that’s another 
discussion.

Former resident 
reports on silicon at 


University of Delaware 


Paul Berger, a graduate of Phillips 
Academy and a former Andover resi- 
dent, was one of the University of 
Delaware researchers who reported a 
Silicon-based device that converts some 
light into electricity. 

The key, UD researchers explain in 
the September 1997 issue of IEEE Elec- 
tron Device Letters, seems to be carbon, 
the same element responsible for dia- 
mond, graphite and coal. 

Germanium, coupled with a tiny bit 
of carbon and mounted on a silicon sub- 
strate, exhibits surprising optical 
responses to laser light, said Mr. Berg- 
er, an associate professor of electrical 
and computer engineering and one of 
the few promising young investigators 
nationwide to receive a 1996 National 
Science Foundation CAREER award. 

UD’s simple prototype device 
“demonstrates the feasibility of using a 
conventional _ silicon _ platform, 
enhanced by a germanium-carbon alloy, 
to exploit the power of light,” Mr. Berg- 
er explains.

Germanium-carbon alloys “will be 
vital to the future of silicon integrated 
circuits,” added his colleague, James 
Kolodzey, a professor of electrical engi- 
neering. 

“In the near term, our research might 
lay a foundation for improved radio-fre- 
quency wireless communication devices 
such as cellular telephones, as well as 
solar energy conversion.” 

Silicon-based, germanium-carbon 
devices could “bridge the gap” between 
today’s silicon computer chips and next- 
generation microprocessors based on 
gallium-arsenide alloys, Mr. Berger 
says. As silicon chips approach speeds of 
2 gigahertz, he explains, their perfor- 
mance wanes. Gallium-arsenide devices 
promise faster speeds — up to “tens of 
gigahertz.” But, a single, two-inch galli- 
um-arsenide wafer might cost $100, com- 
pared to only $10 for a silicon wafer the 
size of a dinner plate. Germanium-car- 
bon alloys, offering speeds “in the low 
gigahertz range,” cost less than gallium- 
arsenide materials, Mr. Berger said. 

To prove this point, Mr. Berger and 
Mr. Kolodzey teamed up with students 
Xiaoping Shao, Sean L. Rommel and 
Bradley A. Orner to grow a single epi- 
layer of germanium, infused with a very 
small amount (0.2 percent) of carbon, on 
a silicon substrate. The researchers 
“spray-painted” the alloy onto silicon, 
using a technique known as molecular 
beam epitaxy (MBE). 

Germanium and carbon were loaded 
into separate “ovens,” or effusion cells 
operating at high temperatures (greater 
than 600-700 degrees Celsius), where 
they emitted a vapor that stuck to a heat- 
ed silicon substrate loaded inside a high- 
vacuum chamber. 

The resulting p-n diode — a device that 
starts and stops a current moving in one 
direction — effectively converted 1.4 per- 
cent of incoming laser light into electric- 
ity, Berger says. (Researchers used laser 
light operating at 1.3 microns, a wave- 
length undetectable to silicon, but com- 
patible with current fiber optics.)

The diode also “rectified,” 
or controlled the flow of elec- 
tricity even when subjected to 
an abrupt 80-volt reverse bias, 
he notes. “That means it 
Could withstand a lightning- 
storm type power spike with 
no interruption in the flow,” 
Mr. Berger said. 

A 1.4 percent light-to-elec- 
tricity conversion rate “is not 
Stellar,” Mr. Berger concedes. 
And, the prototypical diode 
included molecular flaws. 
But, “this is the first proof of 
this principle,” he says. 

“It shows that, even when 
we Cut corners to develop this 
crude, stripped down device, 
we still got pretty good light- 
conversion and rectification 
numbers—and we did it all on 
a Silicon platform.”

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Lottery savings 
trickle down 


By Neil Fater 

When most people have lottery money fall in 
: their lap, they blow - or intelligently spend — at 
least some on a big project. Not Andover. 

After receiving an extra $59,468 windfall 
from the state lottery, Finance Director Tony 
Torrisi Says Andover will use the cash to 
reduce the town’s tax levy. 

Andover’s money man says if the town had 
received an extra $300,000 or more, then it 
would probably look at funding another large 
Capital project. But, in terms of percentages, 
this doesn’t really qualify as much of a wind- 
fall. It amounts to less than a tenth of 1 percent 
of the town’s $75 million budget. 

“When it’s this amount, it will go to reduce 
the levy,” Mr. Torrisi says. 

Andover had already received more than 
$1.1 million from the lottery before the extra 
$59,468 bump. The extra lottery money comes 
from what State Treasurer Joe Malone calls an 
“efficiency dividend. 

“By being the most efficient lottery in the 
country we have made additional monies avail- 
able to the people of Massachusetts that other- 
Wise would have been spent on administrative 
Overhead at the lottery,” Mr. Malone says ina 
press release, 

While the national average stands at 9 per- 
cent, administrative costs as a percentage of 
Sales were 2.2 percent for the Massachusetts lot- 
tery, says Michael Coffey, lottery spokesman. 

While that may be good financial news for 
communities statewide, Mr. Malone, who is 
making a bid for the governor, probably hopes 
it’s good political news for him. 

The amount of money each community 
receives is determined bya long-standing local 
aid formula created by the Legislature that 
bases payment on property values. Lawrence, 
Fall River, and New Bedford collected a bonus 
of more than $500,000 each.

throwing money at problems, without provid- 
ing adequate leadership, and pointed to the 
education reform chaos in the Lawrence 
schools, where former Supt. James Scully was 
fired this past summer, as proof of that. 

“We have a state that talks about education 
all the time, but show me where the leader- 
Ship is,” she said. 

Ms. McGovern, as a state senator for 12 
years (1980-1992) and chair of the powerful sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee for seven of 
those years, could find that background to be 
both a blessing and a curse.

Business blooms, so 
traffic doesn’t zoom

With new and old businesses 

blooming and construction looming 
in Andover’s River Road area, traffic 
is having trouble zooming. To 
address that issue, several River 
Road-area businesses have formed 
the River Road Transportation Man- 
agement Association. 

The River Road TMA will present 
information and have a membership 
drive today, Thursday, from 8:30 to 
10:30 a.m. at Putnam Investments, 7 
Shattuck Road. 

Simply put, the purpose of the 
TMA is to reduce the number of cars 
used and spread out the remaining 
traffic throughout the day. 

The TMA will update member 
companies on nearby construction, 
serve as a liaison between the busi- 
nesses and the Massachusetts High- 

way Department, and establish traf-

lished by the TMA, says River Road 
TMA coordinator Nancy Kolb. 

There are about 15 TMAs in the 
State. Ms. Kolb says she’s worked for 
ones at Logan Airport and Boston’s 
Longwood medical area. 

“They (TMAs) usually happen 
when, all of a sudden, there’s a trans- 
portation issue,” she Says. “There is 
a transportation issue at River Road 
and now we’ll be able to address 
that.” 

Ms. Kolb says about 50 percent of 
the businesses already belong to the 
River Road TMA and she is pushing 
for smaller companies to join Saying, 
“We feel that there’s Strength in 
numbers.” 

While a small company may only 
have one or two people from a partic- 
ular town working there, these work- 
ers can be linked with fellow town 
residents working at adjacent busi- 
nesses, says Ms. Kolb. This wil] 


allow for more Carpooling and wash 
away some traffic. 

“Right now there’s probably 
12,000 to 15,000 folks working in the 
River Road corridor, and they don’t 
have any choice but to drive back 
and forth to work in their cars,” she 
Says. “We think that by providing 
services and creating (choices) we 
can shift people into alternative driv- 
ing situations.” 

Creating more vanpools is anoth- 
er alternative. With a vanpool, the 
TMA will lease a van at a low-cost 
rate and one vanpool member will 
volunteer to drive the other workers. 
In exchange, the driver will be 
allowed to drive the van during non- 
work and weekend hours, says Ms. 
Kolb. 

As a way of convincing people to 
join the TMA, Ms. Kolb says it will 
offer a guaranteed ride home. In case 


“The need to get home in an emer- 
gency is the number one reason peo- 
ple give (for not participating in a 
Car or van pool),” says Ms. Kolb. 

Although River Road residents 
have expressed concern about the 
River Road traffic in the past, the 
focus of the TMA is on businesses, 

“Currently it’s business related 
although there is the Riverview 
Commons Apartments in the area 
and they have been invited to join 
us,” said Ms. Kolb. 

Ms. Kolb says Hewlett-Packard 
led the charge in addressing the traf- 
fic concerns a few years ago. Along 
with Hewlett-Packard, Putnam 
Investments, PictureTel Corp., 
Brickstone Properties, Nynex, MGI 
Properties and MKS Instruments 
have now joined with the town of 
Andover and CARAVAN of Com- 
muters, Inc. to create a TMA steering 
committee.

Pilot grounded for football flyover

Depending on the results of a 
Federal Aviation Administration 
investigation, a pilot whose plane 
made several low Passes above the 
Andover High School football game 
Friday, Sept. 12, may have to stick 
to his ground game for a while. 

Andover police say Steven 
Mackey, of North Andover, made 
three east to west Passes and one 
north to south pass over the foot- 
ball field Friday while a crowd of 
people watched. Sergeant William 
Mackenzie, and Officers Lee Brit- 
ton and Richard Edson were at the 
field and estimated the plane was 
about 150 to 300 feet off the ground, 
a distance less than the size ofa 
football field. 

Also in the crowd was Gary 


Clarke, an Andover resident and 
FAA official. According to police, 
Mr. Clarke called the Lawrence 
Airport, and the tower reported it 
was grounding the pilot. 

There were three other people 
aboard the Cessna aircraft during 
the incident, according to the police 
report. 

The FAA is, “in an investigation 
mode,” said Ed Reinecker, acting 
supervisor of the Boston FAA Office, 
Mr. Reinecker made it clear the 
FAA will not make a decision until 
it has conducted a full investigation. 

“We do have a range of sanctions 
that can be utilized,” he said. But if 
Mr. Mackey’s actions were found to 
be severe enough, he could have his 
right to fly suspended, said Mr. Rei- 
necker.

An outdoor skating park open from May to 
October would cost around $9,000 to $10,000 to build, 
and then would need to be staffed and maintained. 

But local skaters like Justin Leider, Saxon 
Schelfhaudt, and Almex Lee Says they will help take 
care of the park, and believe it can pay for itself. 

They say skaters would pay a membership fee 
and a small admission fee at the door each time they 
visit, because they already do this at private skating 
facilities in Lynn and Cambridge. The youths also 
believe Andover could charge an entrance fee for 
tournaments and contests. 

“The town could make money on a skate park,” 
says Justin, 14, a Doherty Middle School student. 


We'll cooperate 

Besides visiting skate parks in other towns, 
youths also build their own ramps and boxes and 
send away for videos so they can learn new moves 
from professionals, say some skaters. There is a 
small unofficial park in town but kids don’t publi- 
cize it for fear it will be closed down. Places kids 
have created in the past, such as a set up at the old, 
then-abandoned Tyer Rubber building, have been 
closed down. 

“Kids are doing stuff in their driveways,” says 
Justin’s mom, Jean Leider. “I’d like to see that stuff 
off the driveway, though.” 

The skaters say they simply want somewhere 
they can go where they know they won’t be told to 
leave. 

“If we could just stay in one place (that would be 
great). I would rather have a good place to skate for 
one hour than have a whole day but only have five 
minutes in each place,” says Saxon, 13, a Doherty 
student, who like most skaters is often moved from 
place to place. 

“We'll donate stuff for the skate park. We'll raise 
money,” he says. “We'll do anything we have to do.

We'll keep kids from getting in trouble there. 

“We'll basically do anything that you guys want us 
to do if we could have a skate park,” says Saxon, who 
rarely wears a helmet or pads when skateboarding 
around town. “If you said wear full body padding we 
would do it.” 

Youths say they wear pads and helmets without a 
problem when they visit private skate parks in other 
towns because it’s a requirement. “In Lynn, if you’re 
skating and you don’t have your elbow pads, you'll 
lose your membership,” says Justin. 

The kids say they would also be willing to sign, and 
believe their parent would sign, a form waiving the 
right to sue in case of an injury. But skaters and skate- 
boarders maintain their activity is no more dangerous 
than hockey, football or basketball. 

They also seem to resent the image of ’boarders and 
skaters as troublemakers, although some say when

someone is rude to them they will be rude back. 

“The biggest thing that’s happening is the idea that 
they’re all punks,” says Mr. Fahey. 

“They think we're all bad kids but we’re not,” says 
Almex Lee, 12, a West Middle School student. “Skate- 
boarding’s like riding a bicycle. That hurts people; 
there are a lot more bicycle accidents. We’re saying 
it’s pretty much the same thing so don’t be mean to us, 
please. We’re just regular kids.” 

“We're not doing drugs. We’re not spray-painting 
anything,” says Saxon. “We're just skateboarding.” 


Lots of talk, no action 

Although skateboarders often start in small groups 
of three to five to avoid being noticed and removed, 
Justin believes there are 100 to 200 kids in town who 
will use a skate park. Mr. Fahey has asked them to cre-

No skating around it? 


It’s been around for so many years that Andover 
teenagers’ broken record of “There’s nothing to do in 
this town!” has become a skipping CD. 

And although Andover youth have heard promises 
before and seen less than stellar results, town leaders 
are talking seriously about creating more places for 
kids to skate, run and play. 

One of selectmen’s main goals for this year is to cre- 
ate a plan for youth facilities and for town-side support 
of youth programs, they say. 

In addition, before the town’s Open Space and Out- 
door Recreation Plan was approved last Monday, sever- 
al town leaders talked about how there needed to be 
more for kids to do. Then the chairman of the commit: 
tee that wrote the plan agreed. 

“One of the significantly under-represented groups 
in the plan were kids,” said Mike Miller, planning 
board chairman. 

Mr. Miller said the town should consider an ice-skat- 
ing facility and a place for in-line skating or skate- 
boarding, but neither facility was mentioned in the 
plan. 

“T think we have a responsibility to construct (recre- 
ational facilities) for the teenagers of the town,” said 
Mr. Miller. “I think it’s hypocritical to say, ‘Don’t do 
drugs, don’t go downtown, don’t vegetate,’ and not pro- 
vide a place.” 

“I totally agree that we tell the teenagers they can’t

Andover High School seniors 
Worried about how the new 
block scheduling will affect their 
college applications Should stop 
worrying, according to college 
admissions officers. 

Some seniors and their par- 
ents say they’re worried 
because, going into the new 
year, many advanced placement 
and core curriculum classes like 
English or sciences weren’t 
offered until the second 
semester. That, they feared, 
would mean transcripts sent to 
colleges that wouldn’t reflect a 
challenging academic path for 
seniors. 

At the Townsman’s press 
time Wednesday, the Andover 
High guidance department was 
working to add such Classes to 
the first semester schedule, after 
teachers met in emergency nego- 
tiations with administrators last 
week. 

But even if those courses 
remain unavailable until next 
semester, colleges say students 
won’t suffer. 

“We’re admitting a person, 
not a set of numbers,” says 
David Cuttino, dean of undergraduate 
admissions at Tufts University in Med- 
ford. 

“We’re trying to find people who 
make interesting classmates and room- 
mates. We want to know what’s been 
their intellectual motivation.” 

There is general agreement with Mr. 
Cuttino among admissions officers 
from around the region, ranging from 
Ivy League universities to public col- 
leges. 

David L. Evans, senior admissions 
officer at Harvard University in Cam- 
bridge, says if an explanation about the 
schedule from the guidance counselor 
is included, the university would not 
hold a student accountable for courses 
not offered. 

“We look at the end product — how 
the student has developed intellectually 
in the eyes of someone who knows. 
How he or she gets to that point is more 
important than how he or she looks at 
that point,” he says. 

One might expect the admissions 
Staff at Tufts to be sympathetic to the 
plight of the Andover senior, since 
Tufts has used a block scheduling sys-

tem for more than 20 years, says Regis- 
trar Linda Gabriele-McDonald. 

“The first semester, students look at 
it and say, “How will I ever figure this 
out?’ but once they get used to it, it’s 
easy, and they like it,” she Says. 

As registrar for 13 years, she has 
found one drawback, however. Because 
the type of block schedule the school 
uses, in which every day is different, no 
computer software can handle the 
scheduling without being customized. 
To individually schedule more than 30 
departments and programs, the school 
has been using one customized soft- 
ware, Universal Algorithms, for five 
years, she says. 

There is yet another Challenge to 
block scheduling, says David Hastings, 
Andover resident and dean of adminis- 
tration and finance at Tufts School of 
Nutrition, Science and Policy: getting 
members of all the departments to work 
together as to when to hold classes. 

“It’s not the most difficult thing in 
the world, but it does require under- 
standing across departments,” he Says. 

But school admissions officers less 
familiar with block scheduling say they

don’t need to understand the schedule 
as much as they need to understand the 
student. 

Bette Johnson, associate director of 
admissions at MIT in Cambridge, says 
admissions officials try hard not to 
penalize students for things beyond 
their control, like the fact that a class 
was not offered. 

“We've tried hard to judge students 
in the context of their school,” she 
Says, and adds that because MIT usual- 
ly receives few applicants from any one 
school, it doesn’t compare students 
based on schedules. 

John W. Hamel, admissions officer 
at Merrimack College, Says he believes 
a school that would penalize a student 
for not taking a course that isn’t 
offered senior year doesn’t have its pri- 
orities straight. 

“You're talking about a very narrow 
time window within three years of 
information that is used critically. 
Most admissions people have a pretty 
clear picture of what kind of course 
work a student has had in the past 
three years,” he says. 

Arlene Cash, assistant dean and

director of admissions at UMass 
Amherst says she expects the 
biggest challenge is for the student 
who didn’t do well in the previous 
years, and planned to shape up 
first semester senior year. 

“I don’t know what that student 
is going to do ... but everyone has 
their own motivation, and we have 
to look at them as individuals,” she 
says. 

Ms. Cash said she sympathizes 
with any student SWitching into a 
block schedule for the first time, 
especially seniors. 

“It sure is frightening for 
seniors because they tell you 
(seniors) how important your 
senior curriculum is ... but as 
counselors we have to be support- 
ive of what schools are doing. We 
need to find better ways to commu- 
nicate a student’s potential,” she 
Says. 

Thomas Rajala, director of” 
undergraduate admissions at 
Boston University, says that if 
something on a student’s tran- 
Script seems out of the ordinary 
for that student, his office investi- 
gates. 

“If all else failed, we would pick 
up the phone and call a counselor. 
All our applications are read by people 
who pay attention to things like that. 
We don’t just go with GPA (grade point 
average),” Mr. Rajala says. 

He expects Education Reform in 
Massachusetts to make students’ 
schedules more and more varied. As 
that continues, the more help they get ” 
from guidance departments, the better. 

Ruby Easton, head of the Andover 
High School guidance department, says 
block scheduling will be mentioned in 
the secondary school report and the 
school profile, which are both included 
in every student’s application package 
to colleges. 

Seniors also meet extensively with 
guidance counselors, and have time to 
discuss what would be mentioned in 
the counselor’s letter to the college, Ms. 
Easton said. 

All the admissions officers reached 
agreed that a letter of explanation from 
guidance counselors would put 
scheduling concerns in perspective.

ate a list of five sites where a park could go, and to get 
a list of adults who support the idea. 

The kids have a list. They just don’t think it’s done 
much good so far. They know their parents, youth ser- 
vices and some police officers Support them, but they 
believe many people just pay lip service to supporting 
programs for youth. 

“Every single person Says that, but we don’t see a 
park,” says Justin. 

But youth services has seen money from places 


such as First Essex, an area from which skateboarders 
and in-line skaters are frequently removed. 

Of course, there are reasons wheeled youth are 
removed from certain areas. Sometimes they scare 
away or intimidate customers with language and 
noise. They can also cause damage to the stairs and 
railings they use, says Police Lt. Kevin Lynch. But 
most police want to find a place for the young people to 
skate. 

“We would certainly like to have a place for the 
kids,” says Lt. Lynch. “As usual we’re stuck in the mid- 
dle. We're trying to play referee. We have to respond to 
business owners calls (to remove the kids). 

“Once again we’re the bad guys,” he says. “We want 
help from the parents, from the kids, from the youth 


service people so we can put our effort into more seri- 
ous crimes. We don’t want to be the bad guys.” 

Although almost a year ago there was an ugly inci- 
dent in the park between police and a group of skate- 
boarders, since then police such as Lt. Phil Froburg 
and Dennis Lane have met with kids to establish a rela- 
tionship and work toward a solution. Police also have 
begun handing out fines to discourage skating behind 
the library and First Essex bank. 

“I think the majority (of skaters) are all good kids,” 
says Lt. Lynch. “But a few of them are very stubborn 
and there are wiseguys. And even if they are nice, it’s 
still illegal. There are signs there.” 

“They shouldn’t be there in the first place,” he 
says.

Schedules fixed — for a price

While school officials and teachers at Andover 
High School may have reached a solution to 
scheduling woes, tensions remain. 

School Committee members voted 3-2 Tuesday 
to accept an amended agreement to their three- 
year contract with the Andover teachers’ union 
to accommodate last-minute changes in the high 
school schedules. 

Teachers and administrators met in an emer- 
gency bargaining session after Closing school ear- 
ly last week, in an attempt to solve scheduling 
problems. 

Academically, the solution included adding 
advanced placement classes to the first, second 
and third quarter schedules, and adding some 
electives to the second semester schedules. 

Second semester schedules should be complete 
by December, two weeks before the semester 
Starts, Superintendent Richard Neal said. 

The agreement is expected to cost the School 
Department more than $150,000, Mr. Neal said. 

Under the new terms, any high school teacher 
required to teach a new course this year without 
previous preparation will get a $500 bonus, a 
release day to work on it, and a percentage of 
their salary as compensation for teaching anoth- 
er Class — an average of $5,000. 

In exchange, the union agreed to drop any 
legal action on grievances about this year’s block 
schedule. 

Committee members David Birnbach and 
Timothy M. McCarron voted against the agree- 
ment. 

Birnbach said he thought guidance depart- 
ment employees should receive time off rather 
than a bonus, and teachers should not have to be 
paid extra for taking on more classes, since the 
amount of time in their work day is the same. 

“How many of you are asked to work extra 
time because of a screw up in your company?” he 
asked the audience. “We are just asking you 
(teachers) to change how you spend that day ... In 
the real world the dynamics at work change 
every six months, often more dramatically than 
this, and that’s the world these students will be 
going into,” Mr. Birnbach said. 

Andover Education Association President 
Thomas Meyers, the union chief, said he felt the 
teachers were flexible in helping administrators 
solve a schedule problem of their own making. 

“If we simply fired back and weren’t flexible

rant choose a pasta with a tomato or 
marinara sauce containing shrimp or 
clams and stay away from the fried 
foods and creamed sauces.” 

Ms. Nicosia warns dieters to eat less 
of appetizers and skip the garlic bread 
which is usually sprinkled with butter. 
Also, watch the vino, she cautions. 
Alcohol contains a lot of calories. 

At Shawsheen plaza, the Best of 
Thymes serves lunch six days a week 
offering a menu of soups, salads and 
sandwiches. One of the lower in fat 
sandwiches created by owner Marcia

Cohen is a smoked turkey with cran- 
berry relish, another is her grilled 
chicken with fresh tomato salsa. 

“We serve health food,” she 
explains. “We don’t fry anything with 
the exception of our eggplant. For that 
we use canola oil.” There are fourteen 
sandwiches on the menu, but Ms. 
Cohen says the staff at The Best of 
Thymes will create any sandwich a 
customer desires. Staff members will 
also offer advice on which items on the 
menu are lower in fat. 

A high quality olive oil is the main 
ingredient in Ms. Cohen’s salad dress- 
ings, and her breads are baked fresh 
everyday. Choose between sourdough, 
French baguette, four-grain, pita, 
wheat baguette, focaccia, or Jewish 
rye. 

In the summer, Ms. Cohen serves a 
gazpacho soup, which contains no fat 
at all. 

Soups are a good choice for lower fat 
selections, according to Ms. Nicosia. 
She recommends broth bases such as 
onion soup without the cheese on top. 
Stay away from the cream-based selec- 
tions, she warns.

ing to Ms. Gildea, is the grilled chicken 
sandwich without mayonnaise con- 
taining only three grams of fat. And 
dessert lovers, take heart, the cinna- 
mon graham cookies are low in fat. Ms. 
Gildea reminds dieters that any sand- 
wich at McDonald’s can be ordered 
without sauces and the herb garden 
Vinaigrette dressing is fat free. 

But what if you don’t feel like 
McDonald’s and your budget won’t 
allow for Vincenzo’s? Why not try 
King’s Subs on Bartlett Street in 
Andover? While Manager Dave Young 
admits low fat items are not the 
specialty there, he did make a menu 
suggestion: the grilled chicken salad 
without a heavy dressing and a piece of 
Syrian bread. He also notes that the 
menu includes hot and cold vegetarian 
subs which can be served with or with- 
out cheese and that no oil is added to

any prepared foods. According to Mr. 
Young, the grill is seasoned once in the 
morning and no oil is added for the rest 
of the day. 

Taking control of what you eat is the 
first step toward successful dieting say 
most nutrition experts. When dining 
out, ask questions about how the food 
is prepared and don’t be afraid to 
request something different. Red flag 
items are usually those that have been 

marinated or prepared in cream 
sauces. A good rule of thumb, say 
the experts, is the simpler the 
preparation, the more likely it will 
cs have a lower fat content. 
If dining out means lingering to 
talk with food in front of you,

avoid picking and overeating by 
requesting a doggie bag as soon as the 
food arrives.

Andover resident ayd nutrition- 
al consultant Deborah Bates has 
spent seven years educating car- 
diac arrest patients at Holy Family 
Hospital in Methuen on how to 
limit the calories, cholesterol and 
fat in their diets and thereby pre- 
vent additional health problems. 

Maintaining a restricted diet 
when eating at home is difficult, 
but following the diet when eating 
out presents a whole new set of 
challenges. Ms. Bates conducts a 
nutritional counseling class at 
Holy Family that covers four key 
points in helping patients to con- 
trol the food they eat. 

Portions 

Patients who have suffered a 
heart attack are restricted to two 
three-ounce servings of meat, poul- 
try or fish each day. That amounts 
to 60 or 70 milligrams of choles- 
terol per serving. According to Ms. 
Bates, three ounces of meat is no 
larger than a deck of cards. 

Leaner cuts 

When ordering beef or pork, Ms. 
Bates points out that tenderloin 
and round cuts are leaner than 
ribs. 

Cooking method 

Choose broiled or grilled over 
deep fat fried. Wine sauces are bet- 
ter than cream sauces, however, 
it’s best to request that the sauce 
be served on the side in order to 
control the amount eaten. Always 
ask if the meat has been marinated 
and if so, in what kind of oil. 
Canola, olive and peanut oils are 
the better choices because they 
contain monounsaturated fats. 
Sodium content 

Grilled chicken, broiled fish, 
and plain steak are safe bets for 
low sodium entrees. Ms. Bates cau- 
tions against marinades which are 
often high in salt content. 
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for service 


When you eat in a restaurant, 
what does it take for you to give the 
waitstaff top rating? 

That’s the gist of a recent survey of 
500 adults who eat at table service 
restaurants regularly. The results can 
help you determine what to expect 
the next time you dine out, and help 
restaurants evaluate their staff. 

The SanPellegrino “What’s the 
Dish on Dining” Survey, conducted 
by the number one sparkling mineral 
water in restaurants, was designed to 
gauge America’s growing thirst for 
service when eating away from 
home. 

“Building an effective service staff 
is one of the greatest challenges in 
the restaurant industry today,” says 
William O’Donnell, SanPellegrino 
USA, president. “Good service can 
make or break the dining experience 
and can ultimately have a significant 
impact on the bottom line.” 

Among the survey’s findings: 

- Seventy percent of respondents 
say that next to food, attentive wait- 
staff is what contributes most to an 
enjoyable dining experience. ° 

* Respondents want the food fresh, 
but not the waitstaff. A rude server 
was listed as the biggest dining 
turnoff by four in ten respondents. 
Eighteen percent said the biggest 
problem was having food spilled on 
them. Next came having food taken 
away too soon. Scraping leftovers off 


plates right there at the table was a 
definite no-nu for ten percent of the 
diners surveyed. 

* Forty-four percent of those who 
have made reservations but are then 
made to wait expect some sort of 
accommodation, ranging from a free 
dessert, appetizer or beverage, to a 
better table. 

* Speed is of the essence. Ninety 
percent of diners expect to be asked 
for a beverage order within five min- 
utes of being seated. Sixty-eight per- 
cent say they’re willing to give 
between three and ten minutes to be 
served bread or crackers. Seventy-six 
percent expect to wait between three 
and ten minutes before ordering. 

- Six in ten diners say familiarity 
breeds “content,” believing that regu- 
lar customers receive better service 
than do first-time patrons. 

¢ Forty-two percent of restaurant 
customers in the south believe a com- 
pliment is likely to help a great deal 
in getting good service. Compare that 
to 35 percent in the Midwest, 27 per- 
cent in the West and 24 percent in the 
Northeast. 

+ What’s in a name? When asked if 
they thought waiters should intro- 
duce themselves or remain anony- 
mous, 70 percent of Southern diners 
said they want to know their server’s 
name, compared to 67 percent in the 
Midwest, 64 percent in the West, and 
61 percent in the Northeast.
